HE season is now well launched in the 

French capital. Despite the disasters 

that have cast a gloom over the entire 

world, Paris still goes on, for Paris, 1956 

is the present. There is no longer any 
past; there is only a future. 

Only the consciousness of constant 
change and of swift-passing time remains. 
Anything might happen—nobody knows 
what, nobody knows what is happening 
this minute; what actually has happened. 
The present is a paradox. 

One continues to see informal gather- 
ings of smart. people at smart places at 
the smart hours. In Paris the people 
themselves have never been so French. 
The years when foreigners crowded the 
cafés on the boulevards and in the Champs 
Elysées have disappeared. The night- 
clubs, where the Argentines danced the 
tango in smart dresses smothered in 
diamonds, are as if they had never been. 

In the cafés in the Latin Quarter, at 
Montmartre and along the Boulevard St. 
Nichel, you hear practically no language 
spoken but French. The signs “ English 
Spoken,”’ ‘‘Americen Spoken” (1) “ Se 
Habla Espagnol,” are lisappearing from 
shop windows. ‘“ L’Etranger n’ezxiste 
plus.” 


AN NEW ERA 


There is nothing intérnational about 
the new clothes. The Paris 1936 Spring 
and Summer Collections could not have 
been designed anywhere but in Paris, by 
any but a French people. Thorough! 
French, made by, and for a Frenc 
people. 

French clothes have never been of such 
quality. Never have they exerted such an 
influence on the world at large. It is 
almost as if we were beginning a new era 
in Fashion—a period of the picturesque, 
the lavish, the extravagant, the beautiful. 
In reality, none of this is new. It only 
seems so, because it has been so long 
forgotten. 

Yes, the new Paris clothes are all that 
can be desired. The picturesque feeling 
grows, and balls are gay with many shim- 
mering dresses, trains, slits — very 
décolletée.

Your Delight 


PLEASURES THAT MAY HAVE BEEN MISSED

Daffodils

HE lines run in one’s head this 
weather, when town dwellers covet 

their country friends’ gardens and catch 
their breath passing a flower-seller’s 
basket. Not that we need always pass by, 
even if our purses jingle but faintly. 

Properly looked after, cutdlowers have 
quite a long life. Juicy stems must be 
cut under water immediately before the 
flowers are placed in their bowls or jugs. 
Woody stems—like those of prunis, flower- 
ing currant and other trees or shrubs— 
must be peeled for two /or three inches 
and split up with a sharp knife. The most 
effective treatment for wood stems Is & 
thorough bruising with a hammer, but 
this, of course, is apt to shake off delicate 
blossoms. 

The reason for this treatment is quite 
obvious. Just as nature provides for the 
drying up of blood over a cut, she provides 
for the sealing of the life-sap in flower 
stems, with the result that, unless the 
stems are freshly cut, they cannot absorb 
water. 


CLEAN WATER 


Another attention flowers will appreciate 
is clean, fresh water. We are apt to dig 
out jugs and vases from the lowest shelves 
in the pantry, where they have been 
collecting dust all winter, and plump our 
precious blossoms into them without 
further ado. The flowers do not care for 
dust in their drinking water! 

Then, day by day the vases, if not com- 

letely filled with fresh water (rather a 

usiness for a busy woman), should have 
fresh water added. A piece of charcoal 
will help wonderfully to keep “the water 
sweet and free from that accumulated 
sliminess that is so difficult to wash off, 
especially if the vessel has a mouth too 
narrow to admit your hand. 

Even if you do not know a garden you 
can raid and have few shillings to spend 
on flowers, you ean have your share of 
delight from the country hedges» Almost 
any road round Dublin will offer you 
catkins of all kinds—long, fluffy yellow 
ones, slender green tassels, } 


silver buds.

sticky shining chestnut buds, almost 
black, or the sooty, bointed buds of an 
ash-sapling, or the tiny ruby buds of a 
hawthorn spray. Do not pass them. Bring 
them home, and put them in a warm 
room, ee on the chimney-piece, and 
watch from day to day the miracle of their 
unfolding. Their new-born greenness will 
make you imagine the world was made 
but yesterday. 

I have before me two of the loveliest 
spring nosegays imaginable. In a tall jug 
of blue and grey Carrigaline pottery are 
four daffodils, three or four sprays of 
flowering currant, with tiny leaves and 
the flowers still in bud, and a few sprays 
of such common (and commonly despised) 
leaves as those o& snowberry and elder. 

In a tiny dumpy bowl, with a holder to 
match in the ‘same “potiery, are a few 
polyanthi, deep orange-red with orange 
centres, set about with a few of their own 
leaves. 


TINY BLOSSOMS 


The same tiny bowl has rejoiced my 
eyes on the table for weeks past with an 
assortment of such tiny blossoms as almost 


any garden can show now—a few crocuses 


(even the heads that droop in the garden 
will live cheerfully for some days in 


water), a stray violet or two, a couple of: 
primroses, with, maybe, a scrap of daphne 
or some venturesome grape-hyacinths or 


“4 glory-of-the-snow. 

heavy glass ash-tray holding half a 
dozen brilliant flower heads, and placed 
on &a sunny window-sill is another un- 
forgettable delight. 


A MISTAKE 


Flowers, of course, always please the 
eye most when placed where the light— 
sunlight or lamplight—can play on them, 
bringing out their brilliance and trans. 
lucence. But many people make the 
mistake of putting them on the mantel- 
piece—this is all right if you can afford 
to replace them with lavish extravagance, 
but. not otherwise. No flowers last long 
near a fire, though budding sprays like 
the warmth and respond it to quickly. 

Finally, if you do not possess a garden 
and long for one, try growing roses in a 
window-box! It is not as mad as it 
sounds, for there is one delicious type of 
oe, Gai will flourish in a window-box— 

polyantha roses. It passes my com-

Naturally, the egg will 
not stand still, unaided, so the next thing 
is to find a shallow cardboard box a little’ 
| longer and broader than the egg. For 
this a notepaper box is ideal. 

The box must be disguised. This is 
quickly done with a paint brush and some 
gilt, or any other paint. Cut an oval hole 
im the lid of the box so that the egg can 
sit into it, and to make the. .job a really 
secure one it is best to smear. some liqnid 
glue both on the egg and on the hox where 
the egg will, rest. Give this a night to 
set. . 


FIXING THE FLOWERS 


Then on the eve of Easter comes the 
thrill of fixing in the flowers. Hedges 
will provide primroses. If these are to 
be the chosen flower the quickest way to 
get them into place is to thread each 
bloom into a packing needle and pull the 
stem through the cardboard until only the 
flower shows. 

With these. as with all blooms, the 
floral egg will last longer if the stems 
are sufficiently long to drop into the water 
provided in the lower shell. Primrose 
leaves are too bulky for use, but moss, 
which is usually found with primroses, 
makes an ideal greenery. It can be 
punched in in the same way as the flowers. 

Daffodils, the reab flower of Easter. 
make an exquisite egg. Their own 
greenery should be used, each leaf being a 
uniform, height, about three inches higher 
than the flower. : 

Yellow tulips, too, are lovely. They 
should be punched very close together. 
with no greenery, 3 

It is @n easy matter to follow alonz 
these lines into more expensive furnish- 
ing:-—-Rose buds, carnations, or even 
orchids, all very heautiful there 
remains one other scheme, and for sheer 
effectiveness it heads the list. It is a 
floral egg made of various shades of 
anemones.- This egg will have several 
things to recommend it as my special 
choice, The flowers are cheap, beautifu! 
in colour, and sturdy enough to stand 
handling as-they are fitted into their 
places. Also this egg will likely last 
fresh about ten dav¥s. if care is taken to 
add fresh water from time to tite. -

woman witness had declined to be sworn, a 
man jumped up in Court and advanced to the 
Rench to “ give an explanation."" The man, 
who gave his name as Mr. Allen, was ad- 
monished by the Justice, who expressed the 
view that he had been guilty of gross con- 
tempt of Court, and ordered him to leave the 
“ourt room. 

“Ball. whose neck and arm are still ban- 
daced, smiled at friends in the Court during 
vesterdav's proceedings, and appeared to take 
3 keener interest than usual in the evidence.

A SORE NECK

Mrs. Marcella Taffe, housekee at. No. 1 
Upper Mount street, said that aiken Ball 
and Monson, who occupied a flat there from 
the 15th November at a weekly rent of 
£1 2s. 6d. About two weeks before Ball’s 
departure Mr, Monson left the flat. She had 
seen Mrs. Ball about three times altogether 
in the flat. Ball left on 10th February and 
Mrs. Ball called on the 13th February to take 
away some blankets, sheets and an eider- 
down that she had brought there previously. 
She went away and came back about half an 
hour later, when her son was present. Mrs. 
Ball said that her son had a good allowance 
and could pay for the flat. Ball said that 
he could pot. Witness said that Ball would 
be useless in the flat and that he could not 
make himself a cup of tea. Mrs. Ball re- 
marked that in that case he could have his 
meals with her, and could probably return to 
the tlat to sleep. Witness asked what objec- 
tions Mrs. Ball had to her son staying with 
her, and she replied that people around the 
locality were very talkative and it would not 
do to have him coming home late at night, 
and added that, unfortunately, he was under 
her charge until he was twenty-one. Mrs. 
Ball was very cross with the accused man, 
and said that that was not the place to argue, 
but that they would go outside. They left the 
flat, and later Ball came back for a pair of 
shoes. On Tuesday, 18th February, Ball called 
to 52°Merrion square to return a second latch- 
key that he had. He asked if there were 
any letters. and she said there were not. She 
did not notice anything in his hand. He was 
wearing a navy blue overcoat and a grey 
soft hat. He also asked if a man had n 
looking for him, and she said there had, and 
that she thought that he was a detective. 

When Mrs. Ball called to Upper Mount 
street on the 13th she was very cross. Ball 
just listened to anything she had to say in 
silence.

FULL OF DETECTIVES 


Mr. Barrington said that he became 
the prisoner some time before 
17th. ey both played golf 
together.

HUMAN BLOOD 

The carpet was stained and smeared with 
numerous stains of human blood, extending 
over an area of two to three square yards. 
The stains were large in amount and in places 
had soaked tight through the carpet and 
underfelt and had stai the floor. It was 
difficult to say what amount of blood had 
been spilled on the carpet, but he would say 
there were several pints of blood. He found 

that a red to be due to flying drops 
blood on legs of the pedestal. There 
were also spots of blood on the middle por- 
tion of the dressing table. There vere five 
tiny drops of blood, each less than a s.x- 
teenth of an inch in diameter on the 
top of the dressing table—little flying drops. 
On the front of the dressing table pedestal 
he found fourteen tiny drops of blood, and 
a light smear on the left-hand corner of the 
lower drawer. On the back of the hand- 
brush there was a spot of blood, and on the 
enamelled back of the hand mirror there 
was a tiny droplet of blood. 

“In my opinion, the bloodstains on the 
dressing table and other furniture were due 
to the movement of articles which had liquid 
blood on them, the movement scattering tiny 

here and there,” said Dr. McGrat 

n the upper end of a wooden bedstead 
he found two. stains of human blood, and 
on the iron support attached to the wood 
at the right side, extending for four and a 
half inches from the lower end, there were 
several irregular smears of human blood. On 
the upper mattress he found only one small 
spot of blood, but on the quilt there were 
two fairly large stains and five small stains 
in a up. A hot water bottle and a 
lady’s shoes bore bloodstains. There was 
one stain of what appeared to be blood on 
the wallpaper in the bedroom about six inches 
from the splash board of the wash-hand basin. 
The stair cdrpet, a piece of wallpaper, and 
scrapings submitted to him showed signs of 
human blood. In the kitehen only a bread 
container showed signs of blood. He examined 
a hatchet taken from the yard, and he found 
there was blood present on it. 

“I found that the blood on the hatchet 
was human blood, Dr. McGrath continned. 
“T1 found that the human bloodstain present 
8 on the blade, and of such amount 

I could not find the to which it 
belonged. I: have no doubt, ever, that 
it is human blood, and it is mostly on the 
metal head of the hatchet. On one side of 
the head the smear stained over an area of 
about three inches by three inches, and on 
the other side over an area of about one and 
a half inches by one inch. These stains are 
situated on the blade near the cyttin edge 
and at the end nearest the handle. the 
handle there was a small smear of blood. 
Although the stain is not so evident now on 
the blade, it can still be seen by the naked 
eye.” 

When he received a brown trousers it was 
damp from the knees downward, and on the 
right leg below the knee, on the outside, he 
found stains of human blood over an area. 
There was a stain three inches by one and a 
half inches about six inches above the knee 
on the front of the left leg. A waistcoat 
showed a human bloodstain eight inches by 
two and a half inches, and another large 
stain four inches by one and three-quarter 
inches on the front. There were a number 
of other stains on the garment, the blood 
having soaked through to the lining. On the 
front of the breast pocket of the coat there 
was a “stain of mixed blood and mucous, and 
there were several bloodstains on the right 
side of the coat. It appeared as if the blood 
of these stains had been wiped. Biloodstains 
were also shown on a mdid’s apron.

France's Plan 


France’s considered reply to the German 
peace plan is a masterly document. 
Whereas Herr Hitler's memorandum was 
loosely written and ambiguous in many 


i points—either by accident or by design— 


the French thesis is admirably clear, and 
constitutes a devastating criticism of the 
German proposals. Not only does the 
French Government criticise Herr Hitler's 
scheme, however ; it also propounds a plan 
of its own for the permanent pacification of 
Europe, and its are so nove! 
that they will need to be examined with 
the most meticulous care. The burden of 
the preamble to these suggestions, of 
course, is an attack on Germany for her 
coup de foree of March 7th. The French 
declare that there can be no excuse for 
Herr Hitlers re-occupation of the demili- 
tarised zone, adding that France would 
have been entirely justified if she had re- 
sorted to fercible measures on that 
occasion to restore respect for international 
law. She held her hand for the sake of 
Europe s peace, and is ready now to make 
a constructive contribution to the solution 
of the major problem. Whoever drafted 
the memorandum tears the German argu- 
ments to ribbons. In regard to the Franco- 
Soviet pact, which Herr Hitler used as a 
pretext for his repudiation of Locarno, the 
memorandum recalls the fact that at 
Stresa a year ago the German Government 
expressed its willingness to conclude a 
treaty with Soviet Russia, and suggested 
that the other Powers might follow suit at

Hitler to change his mind in so radical a 
fashion? Furthermore, quite recently the 
Germans refused to consider the idea of a2 
air pact. Now they propose it. Here again 
is a contradiction that has not been ex- 
plained. The fact of the matter, as the 
French see it, is simply that Herr Hitler 
has decided. to act entirely on his own 
initiative. If a treaty happens to suit his 
book he will observe it; if it interferes 
with German interests he will throw it 
into the waste-paper basket. His proposals 
for European peace are dictated solely by 
German interests, and he has refused con- 
sistently, either directly, or by silence, to 
have anything to do with proposals 
designed to promote the principles of 
collective security. 

While the French dialectic is excellent, 
it is, after all, dialectic; the really 
important part of the memorandum is the 
grandiose scheme which it adumbrates for 
the organisation of a lasting peace in 
Europe. It differs in detail, but, in effect. 
it resembles very closely the late M. 
Briand’s plan for a United States of 
Europe ; and, if it could be put into opera- 
tion, it certainly would 
European conditions. It is based on a 
mixture of collective security, mutual 
assistance, general disarmament, economic 


revolutionise 


| co-operation and financial stability. Every 


nation, the memorandum affirms, must 


have equal rights; but international law 
must be obeyed by all, and any breach 
must be punished by the combined forces 
of the States which adhere to the plan. 
Any State must be ready voluntarily, and 
in the common interest, to limit the 
exercise of its full sovereignty in the 
matter, for example, of armaments, in 
order that no one State shall be able to 
enforce a hegemony over the others. 
Natural inequality must be compensated 
by pacts of mutual assistance, which can 
be supplemented in special cases by 
regional agreements; and the French 
Government proposes that Europe shall be 
regarded as a regional unit. There shall 
be a European Commission within the 
framework of the League of Nations, and 
its member-States shall be required to 
provide, and maintain permanently, mili- 
tary, aerial and naval forces to be placed 
at the disposal of the Commission or the 
Couneil of the League. In order to ensure 
collective security, ‘shall be agreed that, 
while no treaty is sacrosanct, one-sided 
repudiation shall be impossible, and no

a Customs Union. It speaks of a 
“ common reservoir’’ of raw materials, 
and a revision of certain colonial statutes, 
in respect not of political sovereignty, but 
of equality of economic rights. All these 
proposals are to be carried out within the 
framework of the League, and will be 
valid only in so far as they are compatible 
with the Covenant. 

It is manifestly impossible at this stage 
even to attempt to pronounce judgment 
on the French scheme. It is at once more 
comprehensive and more complicated than 
tthe German plan; but one can see imme- 
diately one great difference between the 
two. Herr Hitler’s proposals, while they 
conceivably might bring peace to Europe, 
would bring a German peace—that is to 
say, they are based tacitly upon the satis- 
faction of all Germany’s ambitions, and are 
calculated to confront Europe with the 
dilemma which was exploited by the lady 
who, on a famous occasion, said: ‘‘ Hit me 
now with the child in my arms.” The 
French plan, on the other hand, seems 
to be based sincerely on the system of 
collective security. It goes so far in this 
direction, indeed, that it presupposes a 
kind of super-State in Europe, in which 
the status quo between the existing nations 
shall be preserved, at least for a period 
but

economic nationalism. We presume that 
the French Government intends to include 
Great Britain—and Ireland—in the pro- 
posed Commission, although at one time 
there was a proposal that the British 
should constitute a 
‘regional unit’ of its own, with the 
United States of America, Continental 
Europe, and possibly the Far Eastern 


nations as others. 


Commonwealth 


There is a very strong 
feeling in Great Britain at the moment 
against any kind of continental entangle- 
ments; and we have not the least doubt 
that the French idea of an international 
force—military, aerial, and naval—will 
be attacked roundly by those who are 
advocating a speedy return to “splendid 
isolation.’’ Everything will depend, how- 
ever, on the reception of the new plan in 
Germany. If Herr Hitler is sincere in his 
desire for peace, he will have a chance 
now to place his good faith beyond any 
doubt. We do not suppose for a moment 
that the French plan is perfect—or even 
nearly perfect—as it stands. Herr Hitler’s 
own plan certainly is far from perfect ; 
but between the two may lie the basis of 
a real peace, and it will be the task of 
true statesmanship now to look for it until 
it is found. 


The Newest Testament 


If Reichsbishop Miller’s attempts to 
reconcile Christianity with National 
Socialism did not savour so much of 
blasphemy, they would have a slightly 
comic air. Herr Hitler’s will has decreed 
that the Churches must be brougl.: into 
line with Nazi political ‘octrines, and the 
Reichsbishop, in a praiseworthy effort to 
please his master, has been busily re- 
interpreting the Scriptures from a Nazi 
point of view. Undoubtedly he must have 
found it a little awkward that so many 
of the characters in the Bible (including 
the central figure in the New T tament) 
should have been so regrettably non-Aryan, 
but these and other difficulties were 
smoothed over, and, when the task was 
complete, he found to his delight that 
Christianity was virtually the same as 
Hitlerism. As an example of the Reichs- 
bishop’s method in Biblical research, his 
new version of the Sermon cn the Mount 
is outstanding. Having purged the 
original of all references to the Old Testa- 
ment (for the Old Testament is too 
obviously Jewish to be trusted) he re-wrote 
what was left, and now he can claim with 
justice that his work of scholarsh’ — has 
thrown an altogether new light on the 
teachings of Christ. Dr. Miller, of 
course, has had to substitute more virile 
terms for such words as “ meek,’’ and he 
has not found it necessary to retain such 
verses as “‘ Blessed are the merciful, for 
they shall obtain mercy.’’ The promise, 
for instance, that the meek shall inherit 
the earth, has given place tc the more 
significant hint that a Nazi who acts as 
a good comrade will “ Get on well in the 
world.” As for the injunction, “ who- 
soever shall sinite thee on thy right 
cheek, turn to him the other’ also,” the 
Reichsbishop has performed a really 
masterly piece of emendation. In his 
interpretation the verse begins: “ If thy 
comrade hit thee in the face in his ex- 
citement, it is not always the correct thing 
to hit him back immediately.’’ Humility 
and forgiveness find no mention in Dr. 
Miiller’s reading of the text; but, by way 
of a counter-balance, he has added several 
pleas on behalf of blood, comradeship and 
honour, in addition to such remarks as 
“a single act of comradeship is better 
than attending church” and “the 
national community is a high and sacred 
treasure to which ye must make sacri. 
fices.’’ Dr. Miiller’s zeal on behalf of 
the new Christianity, indeed, has been so 
great that the Nazi leaders have begun to 
regard it as slightly undiplomatic. He is 
the nominal head of the German Protestant 
Church—that is, he was entrusted with 
the task of leading the Protestants into 
the Nationalist-Socialist fold—but his 
methods have not had the desired effect. 
The Confessional Movement has refused 
to acknowledge him as its leader, and hae 
set up an unofficial Church Government 
of its,own. Herr Kerrl, te 
continuing the effort in his place, and 
Dr. Miller is now “on holiday.” His

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| A Deposed President 


Sefior Alcala Zamora, President of the 
has been wen On Tuesday the 
Socialists and Communists of the Left 
moved a vote of cenrure against him, and 
it was adopted by a majority of 238 against 
five. The charges were that, when Sefior 
Zamora dissolved the Cortes Constituyentes 
last December, he acted in defiance of the 
law; that he had permitted too much 
latitude to the previous Right Govern. 
ment, and that he had created an interim 
Government under Sefior Portela to serve 
his own ends. The true reason for his 
downfall is that nobody wants him to 
remain in power ; for Sefior Zamora is one 
of the least popular men in Spanish 
politics. He is disliked by the parties of 
the Left for his suppdsed leanings towards 
conservatism, while the Catholic and 
Conservative parties of the Right are 
resentful that he never gave them a free 
hand, even when their power in the 
Cortes would have justified it. he Left 
voted solidly against him on Tuesday, 
while the Right abstained. In all 
probability the ex-President does not 
regret his dismissal. It was rumoured 
generally last December that he wished to 
resign—for nobody was more conscious of 
his unpopularity than he—but the Con- 
stitution forbids a President’s voluntary 


Premier, feared the appointment of a 
President who miglit be even less satisfac- 
tory. Much will depend now upon 
Spain’s choice of a new President. Of the 
two names which are mentioned most 
often, one is that of Sefior Alvarno de 
Albornoz, a Radical-Socialist, and an 
ex-Minister. The other favoured candidate 
is Sefior Martinez Barrios, a former 
Premier, and one of the most thoroughly 
hated foes of the Right; he already has 
been selected to discharge the duties of 
President until a formal choice is made. 
In any event, it is almost certain that the 
next President—nominated by a Left 
Government—will have an even greater 
bias towards radicalism than his pre- 
decessor. Spain, we think, will be sorry. 
She has bitter need of moderate counsels, 
and, in the circumstances, is unlikely to 
enjoy them for a long time to come. 


The Launch 


The “ hard ”” at Dun Laoghaire—or, 
less technically, the slipway—now is a hive 
of frenetic, and sometimes misdirected, 
industry ; for the yachtsmen are preparing 
for the season in which each of them, 
according to each of them, will enjoy a 
run of successes never before imagined 
in Dublin Bay. Tarpaulins have been 
dragged from the boats, and step ladders, 
buckets, paint pots and paint brushes, 
saws, chisels, and a hundred and one 
other aids to fitting out lie around in 
apparent, and actual, confusion. Quietly 
the professionals carry out their duties, 
while around them surge, and talk, the 
yachtsmen. Never for a moment would 
we suggest that the yachtsmen only surge 
and talk—for many of them are skilled 
and thorough workers—but the general 
excitement of the rebirth has brought to 
the scene a horde of what reservedly may 
be described as dilettante watermen. 
These visitors believe passionately in the 
sacredness of labour, and to fulfil their 
purpose they have put on their oldest 
clothes, which, beside the habiliments of 
the true worker, appear almost too dressy 
for a Saturday morning stroll in Grafton 
street. They begin with (subsequently 
discovered to be) impossible enthusiasm, 
and for ten minutes the pumice flies over 
the rough sides of their chosen vessel. At 
the end of twelve minutes they are picking 
bits out of the seams neither rapidly nor 
usefully, and the conclusion of the first 
quarter hour sees them spent. They 
watch the professional for a while, brush- 
ing as much old paint as they can from 
their trousers, and then ask him if there 
is any little thing they could do. The 
possibility of this seems to the professional 
so remote that he is silent. Eventually 
they find a portion of brass which they 
polish till it becomes a strain upon the 
eyes; and they say nothing when the 
professional unscrews their handiwork and 
casts it amid the rest of the outworn gear. 
The dust from their departing motor car 
brings tears of wild anger to the eyes of 
those who have just completed the first 
coat of paint.

Great Britain s Efforts 


A Blue Book issued to-day shows the 
efforts which Britain has made since June 
of 1934 to secure a settlement of affairs 
in Europe. Correspondence reveals the 
progress of the diplomatic discussions, 
there being fifty-nine documents spread 
over eighty-eight pages. It is understood 
that the object for the publication is that 
the public shall be provided with an oppor- 
tunity, in the words of Mr. Eden, “ of 
thinking deeply, as well as feeling deeply,” 
over the present-day problem. There is 
review by Mr. Eden, and this shows that 
on January 27th Baron von Neurath saw 
Mr. Eden in London, where he had come 
to attend the Royal Funeral. He stated 
on this occasion that the German Govern- 
ment fully intended to respect the Treaty 
of Locarno. “All that they asked was 
that others should observe it in the spirit: 
as well as the letter.” The opportunity 
was taken by Mr. Eden to tell Baron von 
Neurath that he still hoped that an air 
pact and an agreement for air limitation 


might be negotiated. 


Spain 


Some weeks ago it was pointed out that 
the ition of Sefior Zamora, President 
of the Spanish Republic, became pre 
carious on the return of the Extreme Left 
to power. He had greatly offended the 
Socialists by his moderation, and the Richt 
by his refusal to interfere with justice. 
Yesterday he was deposed by the members 
of the Left after five years of office, the 
members of the Right not voting. It is 
probable that he will be succeeded as 
President by Sefior Barrio, a former 
linotype operator, who is now acting Presi- 
dent. Sefior Barrio founded the 
Republican Union Party. He joined 
forces with the Socialists and Left 
Republicans to form the Popular Front. 
which gained the sweeping victory in the 
general election of February. The election 
of a President is by the Cortes sitting as 
an electoral college. 


Lancashire and India 


Lancashire cotton circles are seriously 
alarmed by three new threats to British 
trade with India during the past week. 
The first is the announcement that the 
Indian Government will give notice to 
terminate the Ottawa agreements, and the 
second relates to the Indo-Japanese acree- 
ment, though this is not due to expire 
until March of next year. The Japanese 
Government, however, has asked for the 
opening of negotiations betore its renews 
which is not regarded as a hopeful sic.

6 Mu hearing of the case in which 

Edward Preston Ball is charged with 
the murder of his mother was continued in 
the Dublin District Court yesterday and 
was marked by unusual incidents. 

The State put in evidence two letters 
found in the prisoner's pockets after he 
had fallen from a window while under 
police surveillance subsequent to the dis- 
appearance of his mother. 

One of these letters was addressed to the 
Coroner, and, after disclaiming any 
attempt to be melodramatic, stated :— 

“1 don’t wish to live any longer after the 
extremely nerve-racking events of the last 
few days. I claim the right to join my 
dear mother in the life after death... . 
Life has been extremely difficult for me 
with my pa. nts separated, and I have 
very little wish to continue this existence 
on this terrestrial plane. I love my 
mother, and I am going to join her.” 

The second letter, addressed to his 
father. Dr. Preston Ball, was affectionate 
in tone, and contained the following :— 

“I shall never see you again, and before 
I take my life I wish to say how very sorry 
I am for all the trouble I have caused 
you. I haven't been a good son, and, 
although you have been a very good father 
in some ways, I still say if you had not 
been so hard on me a great deal of trouble 
would have been avoided. I have always 
loved my mother more than you, because 
I am certain she loves me. But, please 
know, that I love you tenderly... .”’ 

The prisoner sobbed while the letters 
were being read, but subsequently followed 
the evidence closely. 

The State Pathologist (Dr. McGrath) 
gave evidence as to the examination of 
various articles taken from the dead 
woman’s room. Many articles, he said, 
were stained with blood—human blood— 
and there were traces of bloodstains on a 
hatchet. A man’s suit which he examined 
showed that from the knees downwards it 
had been in contact with salt water, and it 
bore human bloodstains. 

During yesterday’s hearing Mr. Kevin 
Haugh, who is prosecuting for the State. 
said that the preliminary evidence would 
be completed to-day.

Lord Cranborne, Under Secretary, 
replied..that the two. men were Maltese 
British subjects who had been resident at 
Tripoli. They were brought to trial on 
March 23rd last, both being charged with 
jilification of the Italian Government, for 
which the maximum penalty was six 
years’ penal servitude. One of the men 
was charged also with spreading reports 
‘calculated to depress the public spirit in 
time of war.” (Laughter.) The maximum 
penalty for this offence was five years’ 
penal servitude. In one case a sentence of 
three and a half years’ penal servitude 
was passed, to be followed by expulsion ; 
in the other case a sentence of three years’ 
nal servitude was imposed, also to be 
ollowed by expulsion. 

The trial in both cases was conducted 

in a regular manner, according to Italian 
law. The British Ambassador in Rome 
had kept in touch with the cases through- 
out, and would watch developments with 
the closest attention. The Foreign Secre- 
tary was not satisfied that the sentences 
were commensurate with the offences. 
(Hear, hear.) He understood tha a right 
of appeal was still open to the .scused, 
and he did not think, therefore, Vat it 
was desirable in the interests of the “nen 
to make any further statement at present.

Peace for all, peace total and lasting,

Paragraph 3—There is no real security 
in international relations if all conflicts 
which can arise between States are not 
resolved according to international law, 
obligatory on all and interpreted by 
impartial and sovereign international 
jurisdiction and guaranteed by the forces 
of all the associates of the international 
community. 

Paragraph 4—Equality of rights does 
not prevent any .State, voluntarily and 
in the common interest, limiting in certain 
circumstances the exercise of its sovereignty 
and rights.

Paragraph 7—If mutual assistance in 
the general framework of the League is 
at present difficult to apply, rapidly and 
efficaciously, it should be supplemented by 
regional agreements. 

Paragraph 8—A typical regional unit is 
constituted by Europe, the development of 
which makes the organisation of security 
on the above defined bases easier. 

Paragraph 9—Even were Europe, in the 
light Pg or ea to appear too vast a 
field for the application of collective 
security by mutual assistance and disarma- 
ment, there would be room for organising 
regional ententes within the European 
framework. 


NEW ORGANISATION 


Paragraph 10—This organisation should 
be confided to an European Commission 
formed within the framework of the 
League. 

Paragraph 11—International law de- 
mands respect of treaties. No treaties 
should be regarded as unalterable, but no 
treaty can be repudiated unilaterally. In 
the new European organisation, wherein 
all peoples with equal rights shall be freely 
associated, each State will bind itself to 
respect the territorial status of the 
members, which cannot be modified with- 
out the consent of all. No demand for 
modification shall be submitted for twenty- 
five years. 

‘* European or regional treaties concern- 
ing the independence of States and all 
limitations of their sovereignty accepted by 
common accord, notably regarding arma- 
ments, shall be placed under the mutual 
guarantee of the associates. To this end 


convention for concerned economic action 
established in 1931 by the League should 
be remembered to this end. On the other 
hand, international exchanges must be 
protected against abusive interference on 
the part of States. 

The conclusion of a European Customs 
truce, made possible by an appreciably 
stabilised standard of living in Europe, 
shall be set up, as also an international 
tribunal of exchanges to avoid the denun- 
ciations of commercial agréements and 
breaks in international relations between 
peoples so prejudicial to the regularisa- 
tion and development of exchanges. 

Finally, monetary instahility and the 
rarification of international credit will 
have to be fought, particularly by means 
of the organisation of money and credit in 
the European framework. 


RAW MATERIALS 


Paragraph 20—The double necessity for 
a common reservoir of raw materials and 
for territory for expansion for surplus 
European production should lead to a 
revision of certain colonial statutes. not 
in the domain of political and sovereignty, 
but from the point. of view of equality of 
economic rights, and the co-operation of 
credit between European States which, 
having assured themselves of collective 
security and mutual essistai.ce, will ac- 
cordingly have to he considered as asso- 
ciliates, not as rivals. 

Paragraph 21—All the problems will 
have to be treated, once political security 
has been established, by a special section

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Coal Conference to be Called 


HE Lord Mayor of Dublin states that 

the Minister for Industry and Com- 

merce proposes to call a further coal trade 
conference at an early date. 

The ss. Romeo arrived yesterday with 
700 tons of coal for Messrs. C. H. 
Williams, St. Stephen’s Green, Dublin, a 
firm not involved in the stoppage. This 
cargo was discharged at Sir John Roger- 
son’s quay and taken by motor vehicles 
to Hanover quay for sale to bellmen and 
to various addresses in the city for 
individual customers.

“Ag for the Treaty of Locarno, an 
attempt is now being made to give cred-nce 
to the view that it was negotiated under 
constraint of the occupation of the Ruhr. 
The Rthr was evacuated before the 
negotiations were even envisaged.’’ 

“Free recognition of the demilitarised 
zone was given in exchange for a pledge 
of peace for Germany, The’ Locarno 
Treaty constituted the firmest foundations 
of Western peace. It is these foundations 
which the policy of the Reich has not 
hesitated to destroy.” 

“Must we conclude that Germany, start- 
ing from this new juridical basis taken 
from an unpublished international law, 
might to-morrow call into. question the 
Statute of Danzig, that of Memel and 
that of Austria; might demand such and 
such a revision of European frontiers, and 
such and such a restitution of German 
colonial territories ?’’ 


WHAT GUARANTEE? 


“The Reich Government has preten- | 
sions, it is true, with its “peace pian’ to 
offer a decisive contribution to the recon- 
struction of the new Europe. This con- 
tribution is, unfortunately, more apparent ‘ 
than real. The Government of the Re 
public notes the German proposition | 
tending to the conclusion of a new treaty 
for the reconstruction of the system of | 
security which Germany saw fit to destroy 
on March 7th. This proposition, however, 
will only assume some value in its eyes 
when it knows how the observance of its' 
new engagements by the Reich can be 
guaranteed.”

Signor Mussolini seems, 
however,-if his words are to be, taken at 
face value, to have thrust upon the League 
the necessity for a fresh decision upon a 
still larger issue.

RATHDOWN BOARD

of relieving officer for the Blackrock and 
Stillorgan districts. Having considered the 
evidence, the Minister was satisfie that Mr. 


FO 'Farreíl had been guilty of grave dereliction 


of duty, and that he was unfitted for office. 
The Minister had accordingly removed him 
from office, under sealed ool 

The Minister further expressed the hope 
that the inquiry would have the effect of 
impressing on all the officers of the Board 
the necessity for strict observance of the 
regulations governing the administration and 
distribution of relief. 

In an enclosed letter regarding the general 
question of the control and supervision in 
the area, it is stated that, in the Minister’s 
opinion, a supervising relieving officer should 
be appointed for the Rathdown and Bal- 
rothery Union areas combined. The relievin 
officer for the Dun Laoghaire area should, 
it is stated, be required to devote the whole 
of his time to the duties of that office, and 
he should cease to act as rent collector. The 
post of relieving officer for the Blackrock 
and Stillorgan district should not be held 
in conjunction with that of rent collector. 

The Board appointed Mr. P. J. Farrell, 
Assistant Clerk, to act as Clerk during the 
absence, through illness, of Mr. Patrick 
Cunniam, Clerk, who had forwarded a medical 


certificate stating that he was suffering from 
bronchitis.
